The subject matter of claim 1-3,25 does not appear to involve an inventive 
step in view of Dl and D2 . 

Although Dl does not disclose the technical feature about providing an 
adhesive layer on the sealing substrate by using transcribing sheet, said 
feature is disclosed in D2 and applied to seal plural CCD devices by a cover 
glass . 

Dl also does not disclose a parallelism adjusting, however, keeping two 
substrates parallel while joining substrates is well-known technique. 

The subject matter of claim 8 does not appear to involve an inventive step 
in view of Dl and D2 . 

Using an antistatic plastic film as a transcribing sheet is widely-known 
technique . 

The subject matter of claim 11,15,17,21,22,26,27,30 does not appear to 
involve an inventive step in view of D1-D3. 

D3 discloses the technical feature about adjusting inclination of a wafer 
by measuring gaps of two substrates. 

The subject matter of claim 24 does not appear to involve an inventive 
step in view of Dl and D2 . 

Manufacturing semiconductor devices inside a clean booth is well-known 
technique .
